This was shown at the 
annual meeting of the Children's Home 
Society of California yesterday.

G. F. Whitty, pre- 
sented the statistical report for the 
past fiscal year. This report shows: 
Total children cared for during the 
year, 241; of these 183 were placed in 
homes, sixteen were returned to par- 
ents, and twenty-three remained on 
hand March 31. The average time for 
which the children remained on hand 
was thirty days and the average cost 
of the whole work based on the num- 
ber of new cases enrolled during the 
year was $92 per child. Thus the cost 
per child for permanent settlement in 
a family home and subsequent super- 
vision by the district workers of the 
society’ is about half the cost of the 
maintenance of a child in an institu- 
tion for one year. 

The society recorded 399 applications 
for children in the course of the year, 
visited 279 placed-out children, and. 
secured the legal adoption of fifty-one 
children by decrees of county courts. 
The cash receipts of the society from 
all sources amounted to $15,995.59. The 
expenses were $14,677.44 and the bal-

He 
spent thé year 1872 in Oakland and 
San Francisco and organized a church 
in each city.

Dean Fisher of Santa Crus, the best 
wishes of the northern portion. 

Mer. Harnett then called upon Bishop 
Conaty, who. after expressing his ap- 
preciation of the kindness extended, 
told of the great growth of the diocese 
since he came here, about five years 
ago. 

“The marvelous development of the 
church he said, “is only second to 
the great growth of Los Angeles, 
which, since the year of my arrival, 
hax increased more than 200 per cent. 
in population. With the increased val- 
ies and the additional structures and 
property added to the Catholic Church 
in Los Angeles, the total valuation of 
our property has reached $2,500, 

“In the upbullding of Los Angeles we 
have done our fuli share. Among the 
public buildings, there are none more 
beautiful, none more graceful, than the 
bulldings of the Catholic church. Our 
home for the aged poor has added sta- 
bility to our charities and enriched 
los Angelos with one of the finest 
structures of its kind in the Southwest. 
Our charities have been universal, 
bounded by no lines of creed, no dis- 
tinction of nationality. To me there 
fs a consolation in the splendid work 
of my brethren and particularly in the 
magnificent contributions of the peo- 
le. 
e are living in a community of 
true Americans, ruled by a spirit of 
fair play, and our work has never been 
hindered by a spirit of animosity, but 
praised by citizens who have not the 
slightest narrowness in their make-up.” 

The speaker referred to the individ- 
ual efforts of the clergy, and promised 
that, while in audience with the Holy 
Father, Pope Pius X. he would remein- 
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ber them. He said that he felt that 
during this year he might take a va- 
cation’ without hiydering in any way 
the progress of the diocese: He 
while wandering in the countries of 
Burope, to gather a little ginger, and 
then to return, full of vigor to do the 
many things still remaining to be ac- 
; Regarding the new cathedral, he said: 
‘Many times, I have heard the ques- 
tion, ‘When will the new cathedral be 
erected?’ Before that work is under- 
taken, there thousand other 
things to be done. There are more 
schools to be established, the charities 
are to be increased and united, 
churches are to be constructed and 
missions to be developed. All of these 
things are greater than the erection of 
a mighty monument. The cathedral 
Will come in time, however..

From there 1 shall 
probably o to Spain, Portugal, 
France, Germany, England, and finally 
to Ireland, there to renew acquaint- 
ances of twenty years ago.” 

Before closing, Bishop Conaty pro- 
posed a toast to the clergy, secular 
and regular, and also to ht Rev. 
Bishop de Silva of Portugal, who, in 
a brief response, said: | 

“You have here the greatest State 
of the great States that comprise this 
country. people and t prod- 
}ucts have made it famous throughout 
the world. The Catholic church has 
prospered, especially under the d. 
Tection of Bishop Conaty in the South- 
west. He is a man who can serve as 
the ideal of a Catholic bishop. My 
hope is that he will return with bet- 
ter health, and a zeal unimpaired, for 
it is impossible to wish him more zeal 
than he has already displayed.” 

When he had finished the company 
arose and sang “Say Au Revoir, but 
Not Govod-by.” After this, Bishop 
Conaty held an informal reception on 
the mezzanine floor. He will leave 
at 10 o'clock this morning over the 
Southern Pacific for Worcester, Mass, 
his old home, where he will be joinea 
by his brother, Rev. Bernard Conaty, 
who will accompany him on the Euro- 
pean tour.

Eight Thousand Acres Seeded to Beets 
Around the Sugar Factory at 
Les Alamitos. 
LOS ALAMITOS, April 13.—Eight 
thousand acres of beets, 6000 acres up 
now and ready for thinning, is what 


have brought to the farmers within a 


factory here. 
With an assured price for sen- 
son, the growers are looking Wrward 


to a big harvest and correspondingly 
fat pocketbooks. 

In the Fast geome factories have 
over 2000 contractors, with only small 
fields. Of the 137 contractors raising 
beets for this factory, seven have 
fields of 100 acres, and thirty have 
from 110 to 250 acres in beets. 

The field industry is proceeding very 
rapidly. On the whole, conditions are 
most favorable, and any one see 
work can get it, as there is plenty 
thinu and hoeing to be done at 
— 1 wage scale over previous 
A detachment of Hindus has recent 
ly arrived in the peatlands from Brit- 
ish Columbia.
